Frankfert’s Loyalty.

The Foreign Situation. 

The sudden illness of the Emperor, the 
recall of the Prince Imperial, the procla- 
mation of the French Ministry, the rapid- 
ly changing military operations, the ex- 
eitement in Paris, all indicate the terrible 
intensity of the combat and point to possi- 
bilitks which may revolutionize the 
whole political face of Burope. Bets at 
odds are freely taken jn this city that Napo- 
LEON will not océupy the Tuileries at 
the end of ninety days; and, leaving the 
enthusiasm of interested spectators out of 
the account, the most prudent and reflect- 
ive observers cannot fail to see in the vio- 
lent action of current events signs the 
most alarming forthe Napoleonic dynasty. 
The unity of Germany, the prestige and 
ambition of Bismarck, and the equivocal 
position of two or three of the leading 
powers, render the Imperial situation crit- 
ical, to say the least of it. Our tel- 
egraphic columns will be watched every 
morning with an expectancy hardly sur- 
passed by that which followed the course 
of our Own war news, They may be ex- 
pected at any moment to convey the most 
startling intelligence. The death of the 
Emperor, the capture of Paris, a revolu- 
tion in France, anything, everything may 
be looked for in the present peculiar situ- 
ation ot affairs.

They assembled en 
mpsse On Rose Hill, armed with muskets and 
pistols, picketed all the roads leading into 
Versailles and halted and turned back every- 
body going into the city. Phey then ordered 
the whites to retire to their houses, Capt. Sam. 
Leavy’s company of militia was ordered from 
Midway, and arrived about 2 o’clock, which 
had quite a soothing effect on the rioters, and 
they all dispersed, but threaten to give figbt 
to night. The Citizen Guards, of this city, 
are now awaiting orders to go to the rescue, 
and there is a geveral apprehension that there 
will be a fight before moriing.

PRUSSIAN LEADERS, 


Prince Frederick William and Gen. 
Von Steinmetz. 
(frum the 8:. Louls R-pablican.) 
The crown prince Cena William) ed 
Prussia, who commanded the Seoond arm 
four years ago, Was born in 1831, The chief 
iv his staff in that campaign was Maj. Gen. 
Von Blamenthba!, and he had under bis orders 
three army corps, un Gens. Von Bonin, 
Von Steinmetz and Von Mutius, besides the 
guard corps under Prince August, of oh neg 
emberg. The crown prioce led his arm 
composed of 125,000 men, from Silesia through 
the pasees of the Sudetie Hills, an operation 
expoced to great difficulties and to considtra- 
bie danger. By a series of brilliant operations 
ushed its way through the moun- 
taine, ting severe actions at Trautenan, 
Naechod, Skalitz and Schweinschadel. Before 
he had practically effected his junction with 
Frederick Charies, Gen. Benedek had made 
preparations to attack the latter with superior 
force, and the battle of Koniggratz was the 
resuit. The Crown Prinee was urgently re- 
quested to hasten his advance, aud appeared 
on (be field unexpected b the Aust lane, in 
the middle of the. battle, struck the heart of 
the Austrian nT p, anddecided the for- 
tunes of the The Crown Prince has the 
reputation of chi careless of his own trou- 
ble, anxious for the welfare of his troops, vis- 
— billets and hospitals personally, but not 
gb f or his men in the hour of trial 
toad duty. His march trom Miletia to Konig- 
gratz, and his series of victories on entering 
Bohemia, ate considered to have established 
Lis repuiation as an energetic commauder, and 
bis brilliant achievements at Welssenburg, 
Hagensu ard Strasburg will add greatly to 
bis lines, 


CHARLES FREDERIC VON STEINMSTZ, 
General of Infantry and commander of the 
Filth army corps, and commander of the 
center, born December 27, 1706, was sent to 

the military school at Culm at the of 10 
amen and soon showed a decided cuedilection 
for the army. He was a little over 16 years 
old when he. was order Berlin and as- 
signed to the corps of Gen. York. Two years 
later he received his commission as Lieuten- 
ant, was wounded at the battle of Dannig- 
how, fought with distinction at Konigewartna, 
where a bail t away ooe ot tw fingers, 
while another wounded him severely in the 
thigh. But such was the ardor of his wariike 
temper that,aluhougk unable to walk, he insist- 
ed upon taking partin the batile at Bautzen,in 
May, 1813, ‘¢ horseback. He fought in France 
in pear the engagements of 1514, and en- 
tered fos with the armies of the allies. 
During the long term of which now 
iollowed he studied military science to great 
advantage, and, after advancing rapidly to 
the rank of captain; he was soon after a;- 
signedtothe stafl. During the dispute be- 
tween Austria and Prussia in 1850, on ac- 
count of the electorate of Hesse, von Stein- 
metz was ord to Cassel, aud afterward 
appointed renin a of ‘the place. Al- 
though it was his earnest desire wo participate 
in tbe second campaign in nore 
Holatein in 1864, be was ordered 

and had to remain inactive Swe 
his wil. During the campaign against Aus- 
tria, Vou Rtenmanaie commended. the Filth 
army corps, and vauguished and dispersed 
three different Austrian army corps withia the 
alinost incredibie short space of four days. 
Here it was that the Prussian cavalry, who 
had been hitherto considered as inferior to 
the Austrian, or rather Hunganan horsemen, 
proved that taey were not only their equals, 
but in many respects their superiors, Rw 
triumw plant victory at Skalitz, against forces 
of more than tbrice the numerical strength of 
the co: he commanded, procured for him 
the name “the lion of Skalitz.”

Mr. Francis Galt: n, in bis recent work on 

oe Gepjus, preseuts some curious cal- 
tions as to a man’s chance of beiug struck 

by bullets in a Dattle. One man differs from 
another in hight and jn width, therefore the 
chance of the one as compared with that of 
the otber varies as the sec ional area of his 
body; that is to say, as his hight multiplied 
into his average breadth But is not the 
whole truth, and Mr. G.lton admits it; for 
large men are miore lixely to be hit, not 
merely on account of the greater area of their 
bodies, but also on avcount of their being 
more conspicuons from their size, and there- 
fore being more likely to be siugled 
out as a mark. The principle of “natar-

The woman led a mos life, 
but presumed to fall in love with the novelist, 
and to write him ardent ictters, to which he 
sent no reply. The woman determined oa re- 
sen tried to stab the novelist as he 

out of a theater. But sach was 
the bumenity of Charles Dickens that his 
only desire wes to save the unfortunate 
woman from the lezal consequeaces of her in- 
fatuation. He snatched her from the witnesses 
of ber attempted crime, thrust her into bis 
carriage, put his coachman in with ber to 
keep her quiet, aud himself ascended the box, 
took the whip and drove away.”’
